We are glnd to soo that thoro is a 
movoment on foot to improve tho con- 
dition of tho Cemotory in this City; 
it is a matter that has long been 
mooted amongst tho citizons of all de- 
nominations, uud tho necessity of remov- 
ing the ' Cemetery to some convenient 
locality beyond the City limits, but 
-within a reasonable distanco of Vic- 
tori^ has been frequently urged both 
upon the Municipality and the Govern- 
ment : want of funds has wo suppose 
prevented either tho Munieipal or the 
Colonial Government from taking tho 
matter up, and it has now been deter, 
mined to endeavor to do by private 
eubsoription that whiob, had the Muni- 
cipal exchequer been bettor filled, 
•would doubtlesH have boon undertaken 
by the Corporation: It is a most 
doBhablo thing to bavo the rosting 
place of the doad, which iB uboi! by all 
sects of Christianity in I ho city, pla-od 
in a propor and fitting state of order aud 
dccenoyjcaod with this ond in view, wo 
trust that those who'have takeu tho 
initiative in the prosent proposition to 
improve tho oemotory will not lose 
sight of the desirability of closing the 
present burial ground so soon as 
another site can bo obtained in which to 
locate it; the first step will be to make 
... the-pr.ascai oemoiery moro .!fUrm\Ss&}i^L 
laying .IJL. pals Jb&S^SI».431^ 
there is but little room tor any display 
of taste in tho proBont burial place, 
but there is nothing to prevent its 
beiog thoroughly drained and so ar- 
ranged that persons can walk round 
the enclosure without having to 
trample over tho graves, and to foroe 
their way through long grass and 
weeds, , It is observable in England; 
tharsirrco the abolition of intramural 
buriali in large towns, great efforts 
have been made to improve the closed 
burial grounds. In England, and the 
plan adopted io many of tho country 
towns there, might be followed in this 
City with somo success ; when tho 
subscription lists were opened, thoso 
who preferred giving trees, shrubs aud 
flowers were invited to do ?o, others 
gave their labor, bo that walks would 
bo mado, aud lonces put up without 
drawing upon the subscribed fund; 
many persons in Victoria who may 
not have the means to subsoribo money, 
might bo willing to give their time and 
labor, we throw this suggestion out 
for 'the Committee to act npon. In 
the large cities of America tho ceme- 
teries are now laid cut in the most 
tasteful marnor, ond «.ro plicos ot 
resort for visitors instead of being re- 

fardel' as oharnel bouses, as u-ed to 
o the case in the cilioH of Europe Inns 
than a century s go ; and the system ha« 
been adopted U.or* sf-aelUsg portions of 
tho ground or leasing them, bo that a 
family might secure a certain number 
of feet for a family burving place.

Hon. D. M. Drumheller, through from 
Kootenai In six dnys, brings the news of 
the discovery of new and rich tninns oj a 
creek distant about 25 miles from the oiu 
Kootenai diggings. The discovery had 
created inter.se excitement, and miners 
were deserting their claims and streaming 
iuto the new diggings. 

The discovery was made in tho early 
part of September by u party of three 
miners who hud been out on a gcucral 
prospecting tour,' and were on their re- 
turn, somewhat discouraged with the 
result of their expedition. On their, way 
out they had noticed indications of gold 
on tho creek already described, and on 
their return i they thought they would 
give it another examination, which resulted 
in the discovery of tho best mines that 
have yet bcou found in tho Northern 
country. 

The stream on which tho gold was 
found bus bieu nauu'd Perry Creek, in 
honor of ono of the discoverers. The 
creek had been prospected a distance of 
twelve miles and found to pay well the 
entire distance. The three men who 
made the discovery panned out in fivo 
days $225. They had but two pans, and 
were without conveniences for working to 
advantage. ' They took out as much as 
$13 to the pan, and in ono ihstanco got 
£|8. The gold is coarse, and resembles 
Kuotenni dust, with the exception that 
the color is a shade lighter. It is 
estimated to be worth from §18 to §19 
to the ouiico. 

; Mr. Drumheller visited the mines in 
person and satisfied, himself that they are 
both rich and extensive. lie has with 
him some 830 or 840 of tho dust which 
he washed out himself. The Gold Com- 
missioner had visited the mines and lairl 
over the claims until tho first of June. 
The supply of provisions, &c, at Koot- 
enai is limited, and as a consequence 
those wtio go t ere this fall for the pur- 
pose of securing claims should go well 
provided.

Sam Francisco, Oct. 21 — A severo 
shock of earthquake occurred at five min- 
utes before eight o'clock this morning. 
Several buildings wero destroyed, among 
whiuh is tho Liv.ngstou Block, consist- 
ing ofa row of ono story brick buildings, 
on tho South side of California Btroot be- 
low Sansomo; most of the buildings which 
were seriously injured were iu this vicinity 
and their foundations rested upon tnado 
grouud. Several lives aro reported lost 
— and numbers of people were injured — 
pr iucipniiy by "Tu'ihug rfaiis and by run- 
away teams. Tho Cisy Hall which was 
seriously damagod in 1865 is now in an 
unsafe condition, and no business will bu 
done to-day. Tho peoplo aro utterly 
demoralized and panic stricken. Tho 
lirst shock was from East to West aud 
was prolonged beyond any ever felt hero 
before; it was followed by about a dozen 
light shocks, terminating with a heavy 
one, and was uboul as hoavy as the 
great shock in 18G5. Business on Front 
street is generally suspended. 

Advicoa from Oakland report that the 
loug ferry peer was damaged so that cars 
will not bo able to run on it for several 
days. 



New York, Oct. 7— A New Orleans 
despatch to the Tribune, dated October 
5th, states that threo men undertook to 
chastise Mr. Bentley in the presence of 
his school.
